Domestic, Rural 
Power Rates Cut 


Rate reductions in two import- 
ant classifications that will make 
pohsible substantial savings in 
the electric bills of farm and do- 
mestic consumers were announ- 
ced today by P. M. Downing, vice 
president and general manager 
ot Pacific Gas and Electric com- 
pany. 

Territory which will benefit 
by the reductions includes virtu- 
ally all of northern California, 
covering the coost region server 
by Pacific Gas and Electric com- 
pany lines north of King City, 
and the interior valleys north of 
the Merced River, 

Effective with the April meter 
readings and continuing until the 
July meter readings of this year, 
all power used by agricultural 
power consumers in excess of tht 
kilowatt hours used by them dar- 
ing the corresponding period of 
1933 will be billed at half the res- 


ular rote. 
Effective March 1 and contin- 
uing indefinitely a new low rate | 


is established for domestic con- 
sumers who have installed both 
a standard electric range and an 
electric water heater of the auto- 
matic storage type. Upon appli- 
cation this special combination 
domestic service will be made 
available to single family  resi- 
dences and separately metered 
flats and apartments. 

A rate of 1 cent per kilowait 
hour, one third less than the res- 
wlar rate, is established for all 
electricity used in such resider- 
ces for cooking and water heatiny 
in excess of 170 kilowatt ours 
per month. 

The new low rate is dependent 


upon the installation of a load- 
limiting device which will limit 
the combined load of range and 


vater heater.

UCH thought is given to 
the question of business.

Bake. Beef Stew: Cut one

BANK DEPOSIT 
INSURANCE 


and how it affects You 


Ax ALL OUR OFFICES, customers are constantly asking 
questions about the insurance of bank deposits. There seems 
a wide lack of understanding on this phase of the Federal Bank 
Act of 1933. Therefore, as a public service, we publish here 
a brief summary of the provisions as they affect depositors. 


INSURANCE UP TO $2,500 
When a bank becomes a member of the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Fund, as provided in the banking act of 1933, depositors in that 
bank are insured as follows: Every depositor is entitled ‘to insurance 
on balances belonging to him up to $2,500. In other words, if his 
balance is $2,500 or less, it is insured in full. If over $2,500, it is 
insured up to the $2,500 maximum. 


SEVERAL ACCOUNTS IN ONE NAME 

When a depositor has several accounts with the bank (as a check- 
ing account, savings account, and Christmas Club account) all these 
accounts are considered as one for purposes of insurance. However, 
if a depositor has two of more accounts with the bank in various 
capacities (as his personal checking account and another account as 
treasurer of his lodge) these accounts, carried in separate capaci- 
ties, are separately insured. 


SEVERAL ACCOUNTS IN ONE FAMILY 


Where several members of one family carry separate accounts in 
the bank, each account is separately insured.
